Unfortunatdy, my inquiries amongė the living about whee to find 
such informaion in Lincoln have so far, modly bem me with shrugs 
So | deidad to take a different approach: a stroll through the aemaary. 


See | don't care much about the history told in most schools, 
libraries or historica sod&ies | want to know about the rebds, 
activists, and troublemakers whom the ruling dass deems too

wes this dude a white supremead t? What wee his policy postions? 
How did he træt his employees? 


The Н1<огу Nebraska website for example will tdl you that so many 
thousand people attended а ККК raly in Lincoln in 1922. They wont, 
however, дме you the context that these are the same mothafudkes 
who terorized our Black, Brown and Јем naghbors through arsons 
e&aults and mob teror, such as the lynching of Willie Brown in 
Оггайа in 1919. They won't tdl you tha: Govemor Charles Bryan 
presided over the Һас of the ККК in Nebraska while refusing to 
condemn them They dso won't td! you tha: both the KKK and 
modem police forces are the direct descendants of runaway dave parols 
- afte all, ћа would make more of us quetion whehe modem day 
"officer involved shootings' are redly jut Satesandioned lynchings 


So in rezaercdhing this zine | have had to reed bawen thelines | have 

attempted to compile my findings here - іп the hope tha: bawen pes 

end poops, we can læn from the assholes of the pag, to реє destroy 
the asholes of the prent and future 


Maybe you know of some ge loca radica history souraes — or maybe 
you know of more or bigger assholes whom | should've induded in 
this guide As a Lincoln newcomer, | know my know edgeis quite 
іпсотріве I'd love to hær wh& you know!

ABOUT WYUKA CEMETERY

folks from the state æ they could.

(Martin, by the way, wes a rich 
bizguy and Republican Party gobe who wes Lincoln's mayor from 
1956-1959. Не laundered his fortune through philanthropy, thus putting 
his name оп a bunch of suff! | think hes buried in Wyuka, but I 
didn't verify it's the same dude)

Gee wes a lawe and politidan whose family wes among the first 
wave of white sdtlement on the stolen lands of the Ремпее Otoe and 
Omaha He founded and ran the Nebraska State сита, Lincoln's first 
пелерарег which later became the Jouma Star we know and hate today. 


Gare made sure to start the newspeper's long conservative tradition of 

зкіпд up to the politica exablishment and big business æy. His 

editorids tended to be particularly inflammatory, and he admitted at 
times to jus: plan old meking up fads 


One of the main targds of Gees ire wes the Nebraska Farmers 
Alliance an апії-согрогаїе movement ative in the 18805 and 
18905 dlied with the insurgant Populist Party. It battled against the 
srrengehold of corporate monopolies in agriculture which drove down 
аор prices leaving farmers with pennies to show for thar work. One of 
thar dogans wes "Raise less сот, and more Һа!” 


Gee deete the Alliance An 1890 editoria of his induded a 
statement that became infamous for decades, daming that the Alliance 
fames "are to Nebraska what a had of hogs would bein the parlor 
of а саге! housekecper, and however complddy they are kid«ed out 
in Моматфег the filth they have scdtered will leave its traces on our 
housekeeping for many months to come" One source sys tha after 
this vey fames demonstradion "cerdfully routed itsdf around the 
State Joumd's offices loudly hooting hog са|5” 


Gare dso cald the farmers "shiftles lazy and improvident”, "cdamity 
howes" апа "поту handed sons of toil." In the Novarber dation 
that he predi ded would sweep the farmers interests out of office the 

Populis: members alied with the Farmers Alliance won more sæts 6 


in the Nebraska leg dature than the Demoards and Republicans 
combined, and lost the govemor's гасе by a mee 1% of the vote Two 
out of three distrid:s set Populists to Congress 


Unfortunady, as the 19th œntury drew to a dos the radicd energy 

of the Farmers Alliance became almost сотрівау Беште into the 

Populist Party, which in tum soon cepitulated to, and fused with, the 
Demoardic Party. 


Amongt other institutions Gere hdped intal Lincoln's fir 
prison (yikes!) and so-cdled "Iunatic asylum” (double yikes!). 
On the snae ralway committes he made sure the 
gaes major ral lines ran thru Lincoln, bringng 
more corporate monopolies into town. 


You cen БЕ many a fame would be

This mustached mothafucke wes a lawyer and ге exte mogul who 
first: served in gvenmett as a leg d aor, then faled upwards into 
becoming govemor of Nebraska a jus: 30 years old in 1878. 


In 1882, the Burlington and Missouri Ralroad cre&ed а aiss in 
Omaha when they refused workers demands for ап inareese in thar 
patry $1.25/ day wages. Nance had spent the prior years building 
up the sae militia, espedally motivated by an 1880 smedters strike 
which геев ей the state's lack of musde on behalf of the owning 
dass (Оп tha: occesion, the company attempted to hire Black sabs 
from Kansas to replace the white strikers-but solidarity won the day 
when the would-bestrri kebreekers learned what wes redly going on.) 


The rallroad worke's bumt a boss in effigy and formed the Omaha 
Labor Protective Union. Management brought in scabs, and thousands 
of proJabor marchers drove them out, cut thar horses loos and 
trashed thar tools. Additiona strikes and boycotts spread across the 
абу, which politidans and bosses dexribed as riotous violence 


At thar белех, Мапсе са! ве] in Є companies of the Nebraska 
state militia, stating, "It seems to me that the display of force 
should be ova whdming." He aso consulted with United Snakes 
presdent Chete Arthur in orde for the U.S. Army to join in the 
strikebreeking dforts. The following day а militiaman, who remained 
unidentified, bayonaed and killed a proJabor demonsraor. It wes 
the union leaders, however, who were subsequently indicted on the 
charge of "assault with intent to kill." Alas the ralroad successfully 
finished thar work with sbs 


А [оса pro labor pape wrote "The presmt military invesion of 
Omaha in many геѕреіс is more ludiarous than the bloodless Indian 
scare of 1864. More men have time and again bem knocked down in 
ап Omeha реє garden in three minutes on a Sunday aftemoon than 

мае in the so-cdled bloody riots during the pat week." 


Nances yers as а leg dator and governor are Aso remembered for the 
U.S military's forced remova of the Pona tribe from thar Niobrara 
Riva homdands, on a Тга| of Tærs to a desolate Oklahoma 
"reservation" (concentration camp). Ponca chief Standing Beer, dong 
vith other reods, exceped the following year and hoofed it back to 
the Omeha гезамайоп, where they were g ven sanctuary. This led to 
the groundbreeki пд Sanding Beer v Crook lawsuit which established 
for the first time that "an Indian is a person" under United Snakes 
law - though it didn't mæn much for mos: of the Ропса.

In the еепу 1920's the University of Nebraska wanted to build a new 
footbal stadium. However, not bang able to газе enough money, 
no sources of loans to actually begn construdion were avalable 
Holmes a lawyer and exautive for First Nationd Bank and First 
Trut Company, "offered to undewrite the debt регзопаЙу”, and his 
company issued the bonds Two years later, the project ran out of 
funds - so Holmes baled it out again! What a deglicker! 


Holmes loved fondling grembacks so much he later became a director 
of the Omaha Fedea Везаме He and theLincoln Chamber of 
Capitdists (Commerce then lobbied ПеемПу and successfully to bring 
the Мега, NE Ordnance Plant and Lincoln Air Force Base to the area 


Lincoln АРВ operated from 1954-1966 in the area wet of today's 
arport. The dty literdly rechannded Oak Cree to make room for 
it, and the projet covered more prarie іп сопаве than any othe 
predáous project in so-cdled Neraka history. It housed over 100 B47 
nudes bombers апа an intercontinentd balistic missile squadron 
during the haoht of the Cold War race toward mutualy asured 
desrudion. The Мева Ordnance Plant operated from 1942-1962, modly 
produang роті to be dropped on Korea It remains a supafund ste 
to this day due to extensive soil and groundwater contaminaion. 


In orde to hdp launde his fortune thru philanthropy, Holmes 
hdped found the Lincoln Community Foundation.

What: we would today cal a trust fund baby, Nathan Gold wes 
gifted his daddy's business Gold & Co Department Store and 
became its President in 1936. 


"Gold's" wes Lincoln's premier big box store of its day, occupying 
ѕемегаі stories & 11th and О Stret. In addition to dl the usua 
department store goods, it had a farm store grocery, dothiers, 
auditorium, cafeteria, and auto shop. So basicadly, a fancy WdaMart 
with whitegloved devaor operaors. The store died in 1980, but old 
folks still love to crow about it today. 


Some of the building is still there but most of it was demolished 
in 2022; hopefully the ghosts of wage exploitation of yore will 
haunt whatever chain nonsense moves in next. (Curious y, you can 
reed lots of boomer fedbook posts about thar memories of buying 
trinkes at Gold's, but any mention of working conditions or wages 
is damn nee impossible to find). 


In the preset day, apparently some brilliant biz minds have tried 
to rebrand the surrounding blocks as "Gold's District"?? “Се ready 
to experience the grand opening of a historic Hampton Inn in the 
winter of 2024," its website says. "Gold's is not jus a place it's an 
experience" Yæh, it redly said "historic Hampton Inn." 


Along with his contemporaneous rich motharffucke George H ol mes 
апа others, Gold aso паре] found the Lincoln Community 
Foundation to hdp channd philanthropic money away from 

transformationd soda change initiatives and into band-aid charities 

with interes in preserving the capitdist status quo. 
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The department store аіѕо sponsored the “Knighthood of Youth," 
a shortdived мага medievd LARPing boy scoutsesque program 
meant to be a crime prevention tool. Check out this wild fuckin 

illustration from ther guidebook.

Anderson wes дрматог of Nebraska from 1955-1959, ate dso зампд 
the rid and poweful as a Зе leg dator and Lincoln's mayor. А 
biography of him states, "During his tenure menta health programs ware 
improved; state expenditures and taxes ware reduced; and a prison riot wes 
suacessfully calimed." Oooh boy, 165 dig into tha: last one a bit more 


In the 19505, prisoners & the &&е penitentiary on South 14th тев 
in Lincoln were hdla fed up with the atrodous conditions and wenton 
audty. One prisoner noted that guards devdopad а “Сезаро mentality", 
end the warden ran а “kangaroo court" responsible for putting people 
into segrecdtion and solitary confinement for pety reesons, if any reeson 
а dl. Conditions in "the hole" induded no hot water, deing on 
conardee and meds consisting only of three diœs of bread. 

In 1954, Governor Robet Crosby “ЖП ' 
attempted to qui¢ the uppity prisoners à . 
using the politidan's favorite tool: the NA CS 

committee When he took office the 

next yer, Vidor Anderson followed 

up by pledgng.. to recommend... the 
cormmitteds suggested rdorms. (Tha's like 
4 degrees of weeedly avoidance!) Nin&yfour inmates signed а lete sant 
to the Omaha World-Heradd, weming "When a deing dog gés ki d«ed 
jus so long he will eventudly gt up and bite and it's in the biting tage 
æ far as we are соповтей." 


Building on two sral riots the prior yer, in late January 1955 four 
prisoners took svea guards hostage. attempting to езсаре with а guard's 
са. Unfortund:dy, they ware stoppad. 


7 Then in Maoh, а goup of 12 reds took another guard hostage and 


szad control of the “jal” - a sort of prison within the prison. They 
issued demands around meds, medica attention, an end to inddinite 
punishment, access to герої по materias, a table for meds, and more 


Soon after, the орматог aged to one of the demens by outing the 
amet werden... only to replace him with a men whose qudificetions 
мае æ a trading sdesmen and the husband of Anderson's сатра 
manag: Then Anderson replacad the head of the prison Board of Control 
vith a ralroad exeutive He азо advocdtad for repladng the “jal” with 
a modemized maximum saurity fadlity апа for inareesing guard vegs 
which would supposedly lead to béte quadity personnd. (Such tadics are 
often sam still today, reveding the игоепсу of abolition as opposad to 
попи tha: medy strengthen the insitutions of modam«-day davey.) 


Then in August, angy ove y& another pdty punishment, instead of 
rauming to thar cdls after dinne, hundreds of prisoners demandad to 
see the new warden. The warden, fearful of the insurgents, withdrew the 

guards from the fadlity. Soon afterwards the prisoners made the most 

of the opportunity by sting fire to thar work fadlities (a canna, 
fumiture shop, machine shop, and morg; the resulting blaze could be 
se dl the way асгоз5 town. 


This time Anderson didn't bother with "pledgng" and "recommending". 
He smt in the Nationd Guard with orders to "shoot to kill." 


The Guard restored order the net moming - thankfully without any 
murders The govemor's office played dumb as to the cause of the riot, 
saying "there has bem no dissxisfaction and the food has bem good". | 
wouldn't piss on him if he ware on fire but | would piss on his grave

Exon wes govemor of Nebraska for 8 years and U.S. Senator for 
another 18. Не wes vehamently opposed to gy rights, notably 
speeking out against one of the first gay studies dass in the U.S, 
а UNL. Неазо favored bringng in the military to qud! campus 
anti war protests 


In 1977, Exon v&oad a bill that softened the state's criminaization 
of gay sex, complaining that the provison would embolden "pervers, 
homos and gays" (The véo of the раскаде bill was overridden by the 
legsdature which by and large fat that the provisons pladng further 

restrictions on abortion were more important. Sound familiar?) 


As a U.S. Senator, he wes one of four Democrats to vote against the 
exeblishment of Martin Luther King Day. Exon wes dso a strong 
proponent of the B2 stedth bomber - that creepy fuckin collection 

of flat triangles you can see Помейпа around silently near Whiteman 

Air Force Base in Missouri, where the U.S. Йе of 19 are based 
(two have been destroyed). Each bomber costs $4,000,000,000 (that's 
billion with a B) in today's dollars. What would you do with 84 
billion dollars? 


Perhaps most notorious y, Exon attempted to ban dl pomography in 
the early days of the Intang, by introdudng the Communications 
Deng Ас of 1996. It would've enabled the Department of Justice

to proseute anyone posting whatever it deemed to be pornography 
(no doubt this would've induded any content rdated to "perverts, 
homos and ggys"). Оп the Sende floor Exon мемей around his 
infamous "blue book," a collection of printed out pomography that 
he dai med wes downloaded from the intan by a (боту? friend, 
DEFINITELY not by him hunt-and-peck typing "homo pervert 
субегзех” into Altavista on М№еѕсәре Navigator 1.0.

Charles Bryan's father Silas wes an admirer of all-time presdentid 
asshole Andrew Jackson, and like his father, Charles wes а lifd ong 
Demoa. He worked as a tobacco broker, cod baron, and insurance 
sdesman (yikes!), and dso as an advir to his older brother, 
presdentid candidate and rdigous zedot William Jennings Bryan. 


(Fun рискечкі кі пд fact: William Jennings Bryan prosecuted the 
infamous Scopes Trid, arguing that the govamnment should be able to 
bar the teaching of evolution in schools The defense caled him as a 
witness and gilled him on his Bible know edge Bryan the proseutor 

мес so embarrassed he died a few days later.) 


After sving æ mayor of Lincoln from 1915-1917, Charles Bryan wes 
dected govemor and served 1923-1925. During tha: time he wes the 
Батосгейс viae preadentid candidate though his іе wes roundly 

defeated by Cavin Coolidge He later served both æ govemor and 
mayor agn, and los: a buncha more гасеѕ He wes segming y truly 
addicted to politica office Despite bang perca ved by right-wing 
саріїаіі% as somewhat of a radica for his tepid attempts at industry 
regulation, in his first govemership Bryan cut taxes 13% and fired 
ove 50% of all state employees 


Bryan’s first term æ govamor wes during the heyday of the Ku Klux 
Кап in Lincoln and in Nebraska more broadly. In 1921, the Klan 
performed гё the University's footbal homecoming game The sae 

Klan convention in 1924 took place in downtown Lincoln, attended 

by 1,100 white supremadsts in white robes That paled in comparison
